(name (riven to him by German Intelligence Service for a Hungarian 
passport) alias Sheliach HHI (name given to him by JOINT) alias 
Joseph BUGilHCLZ (name on false papers received from JOINT for flight 
fro::: :hingary) as informant by X-2, Austria) 

Born in Cerno^vitz on 16 October 1907. Recruited by Gerraan IS 
in 1939 after arrest as Jew in Austria by Gestapo. Sent by GIS to 
Budapest v/here he, vinbeknovmst to GIS, contacted the Zionist movement. 
In February 1941 on a trip to Istanbul (under cover of ITSIIETIi firm 
of Budapest in vdiich GIS had placed him) he contacted JOINT who, 
in turn, introduced him to a British IS representative. He then 
began a routine of 

a. Carrying letters and packages for JOINT from Istanbul 
to Budapest (frora which he sent them to other destinations in German- 
occupied coi-intries (couriers) and delivering the replies to Istanbul. 

b* Collecting intelligence in Hungary for the British IS, 
and see satisfying the German IS ivith ^^Intelligence” which v/as 
supplied him by the British IS representative in Istanbul. 

Arrested 10 Novenber 1943 by Gestapo on a train as he v;as 
leaving perr'’ane:atly for Istaiiiuil. 10 Jan.uary 1944 

heo he j;ianaged, by bribing doctors, to be declared insane and placed 
in a lunatic asylum v;here he could receive visitors. Escaped from 
the asylwii in ;.'ay 1944. Obtained false papers in the name of DUCiRIOLZ 
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from Doctor l-DVSTH'i'R) Zionist leader in Budapest v:ho v:as arranging 
a transport of Jev/s to Palestine), ut v.as arrested hy C-estapo sat 
Biidapest -raeeting-place for departing Jews. Confessed fully to 
JO'Tx activities but gave no information about his role for the 
British as the Germans did not interrogate hin on this subject. 

Le.ter transferred to Vieima prison froj;i v/hicli he was freed 
by the entry of the Russians in April 1945. In the sa 2 :ie month 
he v:as arrested by the Russians at the home of X-CIo agent 
G'lPROIbTbR. Interrogated on his activities for the JOIjIT and the 
■IS but his d/a role for the British was never mentioned. Kept 
on by the .IlLVD imit a,s an interpreter. Released after a nev/ 
interrogation in i.-ay-June 1945. SoLie time after his liberation he 
was ive:-- a Job as of fie e-manager at the Vienna office of JCIKT, 
which ho left in Au :ust 1945. Arrested in the spring of 1946 by 
American CID in connection ith the black market deal (reforonce LVK-207) 

Interrogated in prison by American S U officer to whom he 
furnished a series of reports from prison. His release from prison 
v/as obtained on 23 Hay 1946 by 3SU case officer, condemned to 90 days 
by a '*mock trial” and put into 53U case officer's custody employed 
by this officer as a penetration agent to report cn the clandestine 
Jevrish iraiiagration and other individuals and services showing an 
intorost in the im.iagration, as w-ell as on old fJS agoirts then in 
Vie-ina. Contact v/ith 3bIJ was su.spcnded v;ith the departure of the 
co.se 'off icer in June 1946 o.nd his services were teim-inated in 
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September 1946

3CH.TARTZ, Rudolph alias Kaesten Lilo alias PIHULAK alias SCIFJLTZ (or SHCIZ ) 

Bom at Vienna on 6 Feb 1912, A smuggler and "no-good” who worked 
for the GIS during the occui^ation in Budqjest. During this peridd. he and 
VIENINGEii (qv) smuggled gold to Budapest and jewels to Vienna. He was 
recruited to camy letters from JOIIVT (given to him by i/ENDER in Budapest) 
to Jewish leaders in Czechoslovakia and Poland, and to carry back reports 
on the situation of Jews in those occupied countries. In the summer of 
19ii3 was presented to /rSNIA (Jewish Agency/ JOINT representative in Istanbul) 
by ilfEIJDER. iVENIA also presented him to JOINT'S British contacts in Istanbul 
who assured him that the British Government, as well as the JOINT, would 
assist him if Ids duties for them got hjjn into ^rouble. Arrested in May 
19iUt by tlie Gestapo. Transferred to Vienna prison b in November 19hht ^ong 
with vfENDER, ^/lENINGER and GIS-agent GEFRORNER. Freed around New Year 1916 •

In September 191:6, according to interrogation of vVlENINGER, he was 
living in Velder/./oerthersee and working for the British IS (not probable). 
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Vv'IETJINGEFl interrogator commented that, according to a controlled report, 
his address at this date was Styria, in Eddschrott, near Graz. 

His father's address in I.Iaj'--June 19h6 was Vienna II, Ausstellungstr. 9. 

iVIENINGER, real name Joseph DURST 

Austitian citizen, born at Kazanovka, Poland on 3 December I898; 
upholsterer. 

Before the war was an upholsterer in Vienna, sentenced three times 
for embezzlement. Mid 1939 to Iilay 19iU;: worked for theGerman IS, first 

in Vienna, later in Budapest. Recruited in March 19U3 by Erich /VEIiDER 
to carry money to Csechoslovakia for JOINT. Discussed it with his GI3 
chief, GEFRORNER, who agreed to the plan on condiKtion that the percentage 
received from the JOINT be shared with GEFRORNER. ^HEIIINGER carried 
JOINT letters to Pressburg and Vienna. 

Reports on the exact xasocs nature of his work for the JOINT are conflicting: 

a) .VENDER interrogation gives impression that iVIENINGER' s courier 

route was between Budapest and ultimate destination of letters; V/EIIDER's 
«mVy 

Mention of WIENINGER's traveling to Istanbul and being in contact 
ivith the JOINT people is November 19il3» 

b) InteuDogation of Lt. Col. Baron von MAi'JNTEUFEL, then JIENINGER's 
GIS superior, states, that iVIENINGER had told Col. von M. that the JOINT, 

in addition to its aid to Jewsi in occupied countries, served as "an intelli- 
gence poSiling service sponsored by the Anglo-American Ss Intelligence 
Cervices in the Middle East" and that in tus capacity the JOINT had put 
iVIENINGER in contact with Allied Services. Von M. states that the GIS 
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prepared ±n answers to the intelligence questionnaires wiiich tVIENINGER 

claimed came from the Allies, and TIENINGER took the answers to Istabul. 

This Q/A operation was conducted until the Gestapo ruined it by arresting 

vTiENINGER. The von M. interrogation also states that Yf, worked as 

informer for the Gestapo after his arrest in May 19i4i» 

c) ^YIEMINGER's interrogation report corrobates von M's statements 

that me made trips to Istanbul for the JOINT (about 5 trips in all) but 

claims that i/IEWINGER BBstx fabricated for the GIS the story of his 

intelligence connections with the JOINT. He stated that he made up the 

questionnaires allegedly coming from the JOINT. He also denied having 

acted as an informer for the Gestapo while Imprisoned by them.
